Its expenses, 


Roads Will Get 
Rate Increase 
Because of War 


Commerce Body Expected 
fo Grant Appeal After 
New Inquiry. 


. BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. G., Oct. 16.—[{Special. 1 
Because of the slump tn business since the 
beginning of the Buropean war and the 
difficulties of meeting their maturing ob- 
ligationsa, the railroads of the United 
States probably will be permitted to in- 
crease freight rates. 

The financial condition of the rallroads 
for the last fiscal year and the economic 
questions raised by the war will be con- 
sidered by the interstate commerce com- 
mission following a hearing of arguments 
which begins here next Monday. 
Technically thie will be a rehearing 
the application of the eastern roads for a 
5 per cent rate advance, which the com- 
mission denied in greater part last sum- 
mer, but if the petition should be granted 
upon reconsideration in the light of new 
conditions the western roads also will be 
allowed to raise their freight tariffs. 


Little Opposition to Increase. 
So little opposition to the proposed in- 
‘crease has developed so far on the part 
of shippers and consumers that the com- 
mission has set apart only two days for 
the hearing of the arguments, which will 
be presented principally by the represent- 
atives of the railroads.

ABOUT 325 DROWNED. 


Vessel Sank by the Beam in 
Eight Minutes; No Chance 
to Get Away in 
the Boats.

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Thrilling stories of 
the sinking in the North seca yesterday 
by a German submarine of the British 
cruiser Hawke are told by survivors of 
the crew who are reaching the main- 
land. 

Of 400 aboard the Hawke only seventy- 
three were saved. The cruiser Theseus 
also was attacked by the same submarine, 
but escaped . 

“The Hawke went under within eight 
minutes after the torpedo struck it.“ said 
one of the survivore who reached Aber- 
deen tonight. 


Loses All Boats in Wreck. 

85 Had the ship gone dewn forward or 
aft there would have been some chance 
to get the boats clear of the cruiser, but 
it heeled over on ite beam ends and so all 
of the boats we lowered were lost. Those 
on the starboard side were useless and 
those on the port side were crushed as 
soon as they touched the water. 

“I was proud to be among such com- 
radies. Everything was in perfect order 
when the ship was struck. A fearful ex- 
plosion followed and grime ana dust were 
everywhere. I was amidships at the time 
and I could hardly see to grope my way 
to the side.

tion for the existing War. 

In France, as in every country of the 
world of any importance, with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain and the United 
| Statts, the system of compulsory mili 
| tary service in time of peace as well as 
war has been adopted. By this system, 
a man when 20 years of age, if physically 
fit for service, becomes liable. 

Their active service commences when 
they are 20 and continues for three years. 
| During this time they are actually doing 
duty as a soldier with their regiment, or 
other unit, continuously. 

At the end of this period of three years 
they pass into the first reserve, where 
they remain until the end of their 334 
year. During this period they are called 
out from time to time for a few weeks’ or 
a few days’ service. 


Make Up the First Line. 

These two perioas, the active, and the 
first reserve, make up the first line of the 
French army, or what might be called 
its active army. The units of the army 
in peace time are with some exceptions 
below their war strength. The idea of 
the reserve is that when war comes, the 
reservists. leave civil life, rejoin their 
units, and so bring them up to their war 
strength. Since in peace time the army 
has the proper number of officers and 
proper organization of units for war 
strength, when war comes, all that is 
necessary is for the reserve soldiers to 
report to the depots of their regimdats, 
where they receive their clothing, equip- 
ment, arms, and ammunition, and report 
to the existing units. 

It is shown the adoption of this sys- 
tem has given France twenty-one army 
corps of.approximately 33,000 men each at 
war strength, backed up by thirty-six 
infantry divisions made up of reservists 
only, and leaving some 300,000 first re- 
servists to make good the losses suffered 


by sapping. In some places obstacles 
have been constructed by both sides 80 
close together that some wag suggested 
that each side provide working parties to 
perform this fatiguing duty alternately, 
insomuch as the work of the enemy is 
almost indistinguishable from ours and 
serves the same purpose. 


Refugees Are Well Sheltered. 

Quarries and caves provide ample ac- 
commodation for whole battalions and 
most comfortable are the shelters which 
have been constructed in them. The 
northern slopes of the Aisne valley for- 
tunately are very steep and this to a

After seven years in the terri- 
torial army the man passes into “he re- 
serve of the territorial army, where ne 
remains until the end of his 48th year. 
The territorial army in war time is 
primarily used for home garrison: work. 
All troops mentioned so far belong to 
what is called the metropolitan army. | 
One army corps of the metropolitan army 
serves in Algeria. Attached to this army 
corps are the native Algerian troops and 
the foreign legion, made up of white men. 
In addition to the metropolitan army 
France has a colonial army made up of 
both white and native troops. The native 
troops mumber roughly 50,000 men and 
the white troops about 55,000 men at war 
strength. A certain number of units of 
the white colonial troops always are kept 
in France. These units, brought to war 
strength, number about 40,000 men. This

Roughly, then, Franee s armed strength 
consists of twenty-one army corps, to

In Europe it has been recognized for 
some time that by preparing for war «ot 
only are fewer lives lost because of ig- 
norance of officera and inability of the 
men to take care of themselves, but, what 
is of more importance, that perfect readi- 
ness allows the immediate striking of a 
powerful blow against an enemy. 

The period of mobilization extends over 
a number of days. There days are known 
as the frat day of mobilization,” the 
second day of mobilization,” and so on. 
In all the orders and. instructions per- 
taining to mobilization they are spoken of 
in this manner. Each organization—that 
ie, each unit of the army down to the 
smallest—has prepared.a table of events 
in case of mobilization. In this table is 
included everything which it is neces- 
sary to do to complete the mobilization 
and to get away from the garrison. 


Even Days Are Divided. 

To insure these matters being done in 
logical order and without confusion each 
day of mobilization is divided up irito 
the first hour, second hour, third hour, 
etc. Under each hour is listed cxactly; 
what ie to be done. This is carried to 
the extent that even the sergeants in 
charge of platoons have lists posted up 
telling the steps which are to be taken, 
such as, for instance, what details the 
platoon is to furnish, the number of men 
to run errands, and the time and place 
they are to go. 

During peace, twice a year, the troops 
have had practice mobilizations, in which 
they go through alf the work of packing 
up, tying up their old uniforms to turn 
into the depot, the issuing of new un- 
forms, closing all their accounts, load- 
ing the wagons, leaving the barracks and 
going to the station, and loading every- 
thing onto the necessary trains. 

When a man has finished his three 
years’ active service he is given a small 
book in the back of which are the in- 
structions which he is to follow in case 
of mobilization. Here he is told where 
he must report, which day of mobiliza- 
tion he must do it, and if it is necessary 
for him to go by rail, what route he will 
have to take. 


Train Rerouting Worked Out. 
The routing given in the instructions 
in the back of these books is the mobiliza- 
tion routing of the trains, which is quite 
different, as a rule, from the ordinary 
routing tn peace times. This rerouting 


worked out in time of peace. The direc- 
tions which are necessary to carry it 
out have been sent to each railway sta- 
tion, where they are kept under seal un- 
til the order for mobilization arrives, 

As it is impossible in peace time to 
maintain the large number of horses, 
wagons, end automobiles which are nec- 
essary for an army, arrangements are 
made by which on. mobilization they are 
gotten from people in civil life. To pro- 
vide for this, each year a board of of- 
ficers is assembled in each district. All 
owners of horses and rolling stock of 
any kind are required to present them 
to this board. If they are fit for serv- 
ice, the owners are Aold that they will 
be presented at suth. @ place on such 
a day ot mobilization. Lists are kept 
so that the military authorities are al- 
ways in position to know just what they 
can count on getting. On presentation 
the owners are to be paid the estimated 
price of the articles taken.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 16. Congress 
had so nearly completed its work for the 
session today that adjournment by the 
middie of next week seemed practically 
assured. 

An agreement reached im the senate to 
vote on the war tax bill and all ame 
ments before adjournment tomorrow 
night means the measure will be ready 
for the house Monday. Administration 
leaders expect a conference agreement 
in a day or two thereafter, and prompt 
approval of the report by both houses. 


Vote on Cotton Bonds Today. 
Senators from southern states Who 
have threatened to delay action agreed 
to the proposal to vote tomorrow because 
it would record their votes on the amend- 
ment providing for the issue of $250,000,- 
600 in government 4 per cent bonds for 
the purchase of cotton. They would not 
conceded tonight that the amendment 
would be defeated, but the prevailing im- 
pression is that it will fall short of the 
necessary votes. 

All disputed features of the war tax 
bill were settled by the senate today ex- 
cept the cotton amendment. The in- 
creased tax on tobacco dealers and the 
wine tax as finally “agreed to by the 
finance committee were among sections 
agreed to. 

Tobacco and Wine Tax. 

Under the revised tobacco section to- 
bacco manufacturers making 100,000 
pounds of tobacco a year will be taxed $6 
the levy being graduated up to $2,406 on 
‘annual sales in excess of 20,000,000 
pounds, Cigar manufacturers selling 
100,000 cigars will be taxed $4, the levy 
being graduated up to $2,496 on annual 
sales of 40,000,000 or more. Manufactur- ; 
ers selling 1,000,000 cigarets will pay $12, | 
and on sales exceeding 100,000,000 would 
pay a tax of $2,496. 

Under the revised wine section all still 
wines will be taxed 8 cents a gallon, and 
in addition grape brandy, used in the for- | 
tification of sweet wines, will be taxed 50 
cents a gallon. Champagne also will be 
taxed 25 cents a quart, carbonated wines | 
10 cents a quart, and cordials 24 cents a 
gallon. 

Williams Opposes Crop Tax. 

Senator Williams of Mississe:ppi pro-

British Officers’ Statements.

As I was in doubt about it being correct 
ammunition and being unable to obtain 
any definite information from superior 
authority concerning the matter, I put 
my revolver ammunition in the ground 
four days before Mons (Aug. 23) engage- 
ment, which was the first time I met the 
German army.

The military authorities virtually took 
control of the whole country. Every- 
where rigid steps were promptly taken 
for the preservation of order.

Bulletins Satisfy People. 

To satisfy the desire of the peopl ior 
news of the army the government issues 
official bulletins each day telling in gen- 
eral terms the positions of the different 
parts of the army. To satisfy the desire 
of the individual to know about those at 
the front a postal service has been ar- 
ranged by which the soldiers may send 
post cards to their friends and relatives. 
These post cards, however, contain no 
postmarks and they must not contain 
names of places. Letters for soldiers 
must be addressed to their original places 
of mobilization. From these centers the 
military authorities see that they are for- 
warded to the soldier. 

No casualty lists are published, but any 
one may find out about any individual in 
which he or she is interested by making 
inguiries for that individual at designated 
military Offices.

“ At this tremendous crisis, when men 
are massed in millions against each other 
and an indecisive engagement protracted 
beyond precedent is raging, when the fu- 
ture of England is hanging in the balance, 
this act of the bureau is nothing less .hen 
an ineult to the whole British nation.“

ANOTHER HARVARD LEADER 
URGES SUPPORT OF ALLIES. 


Prof. Leo Wiener Asserts Ameri- 
can People Should Oppose Ger- 
many in Present Warfare. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 16.—[Special, I- Prot. 
Leo Wiener, head of the department of 
Slavic languages at Harvard and lead- 
ing authority in this country on Slavic 
‘literature, history, and ideals, today in- 
dorsed the statement of Dr. Charies W. 
Biot, president emeritus of Harvard, that 
the United States would aid the allies 
in the Buropean war if necessary. 

President Eliot struck the keynote 
of the whole situation, Prof. Wiener said. 
His utterances voice the true feeling 
of all that is best in American life. 

“The United States cannot restrain its 
sympathies in the present crisis and keep 
Ita self-respect. While I do not look for 
any actual assistance from the United 
States in behalf of the allies, I do feel 
that this country must come out un- 
equivocally and express its true position 
within the next two montha.” 

President Emeritus Eliot spoke before 
the Business Woman's club of Boston last 
evening. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress, which was entitled America’s 
Duty in Relation to the Buropean War,“ 
Dr. Eliot said: 

We must bear in mind the deep obliga- 
tions which this nation is under to Eng- 
land and France, so deep that it is vain to 
expect us to bein our hearts neutral. Can 
| we think of giving no aid to France if she 
came to the end of her resources? To 
England, if she should be reduced to like 
straits? 

Let us not confuse our minds by fall 
ing to see whither the German policy 
tends, The cause In which Germany and 
Austria-Hungary are fighting is the cause 
of imperialism, of militariam, of a gov- 
ernment by force. We see on the one aide 
the two freest nations in Durope, England 
and France, nations to which we are an- 
debted for our own freedom, democracy, 
faith in liberty, and law.”

ARMIES OF CZAR 


AND KAISER MEET 
BEFOREWARSAW) 


Austro-German Forces Reach 
Vistula River; Crucial 
“Battle in Progress. 


BOTH GLAIM ADVANTAGE 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—The Germans are 
before Warsaw. Fighting has taken 
place only eight miles from that city. 
While their advance to the Niemen was 
a failure, the forces of Emperor William 
apparently have retrieved some defeats 


vanced as far as Jaroziau, seventeen 
miles northwest of Prsemysl. 

The German plan seems to be to have 
two armies advance along the left bank 
of the Vistula river while two other 
armies swing around on the right benk 
to take the defenders of Warsaw on their 
flank. This, according to Russian ac- 
counts, suits the Russian general staff, 
who are said purposely to have with- 
drawn to the Vistula so that they would 
have the railways at their back while 
the Austro-German forces would have to 
advance great distances on roads which 
at this time of the year are little more 
than quagmires. 


Both Sides Claim Successes. 

Both sides claim to have gained ad- 
vantages in the preliminary fighting, bu! 
these victories and defeats can have little 
effect on the general result of the battle 
in which it is estimated nearly 5,000,000 
men are engaged. The Russians, it is 
said, have 2,500,000 men and the Austro- 
German force is declared to total nearly 
2,000,000. The armies cover a front of 
nearly 300 miles. 

‘The battle on the East Prussian froutior 
has ceased. The two armies are facing 
each other across the border, both 
doubtless being satisfied to remain where 
they are until the chief battle in Poland is 
| decided. 


Russians Repulsed in North. 
BERLIN, Oct. 16.—The following Ger- 
man official statement was issued today: 
The Russian advance in Bast Prussia 
has failed. The Russian attack with eight 
army corps from Warsaw and Ivangorod 
has been repulsed. An attempt by the 
Russians to occupy Lyck failed with the 

loss of their artillery and 800 prisoners. 


Germans Advance to the Vistula. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 16.—The following 
official communication from the chief of 
the Russian generai staff was given out 
tonight: 

Small engagements have taken place 
on the front in East Prussia. German 
troops are now around Polangen and Jur- 
burg, just across the boundary of north- 
east Pruesia. The Russians at present 
are making no effort to advance farther 


than the east boundary of East Prues a 
The Austro-German troops on Oct. 15 
assumed the offensive all along the front 
between the Vistula river and Galicia.” 
Banks Open in Warsaw. 
PARIS, Oct. 16—A Havas agency dis- 
patch from Petrograd says that word is | 
received there from Warsaw that the 
population of the city is returning and 
the banks are resuming business. 
An official French statement says: 
In Russia, on the left bank of the Vis- 
tula river, the Russian troops during the 
day of Oct. 18 repulsed the German at- 
tacks on Warsaw and Ivangorod. A 
battle is going on south of Przemyel.” 


RUSSIA PROMISES TOLERANCE. 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Prof. Pares, the au- 
thorized British correspondent with the 
Russian headquarters, sends the addrese 
delivered on Oct. 15 by the Russian gov- 
ernor general of Galicia to the correspond- 
ents. Of his policy towards Galicia the 
governor sald: 

‘ Bastern Galicia should become a part 
of Russia. Western Galicia, when its con 
quest has completed. should form 
a part of the kingdom of Poland within 
the empire. 

„My policy as to the religious question 
is very definite. I have no desire to com- 
pel any one to join the Orthodox church.

U. 8. DECREE COMES TODAY 


Will Leave Railroad System Prac- 
tically Intact.

New York, Oct. 16.—[{Special,}—Froman 
accurate source of information it was 
learned tonight, on the eve of the filing 
of the dissolution decree in the New 
Haven conse, that the railroad had divest- 
ed itself of at leastone of its subsidiary 
companies in accordance with the govern- 
ment's demands even before the decree 
was drawn up. 

Thie particular subsidiary is the East 
ern Steamship corporation, which was 
organized in December, 1011, to take over 
the Metropolitan Steamzhip company, one 
of the old Morse lines, operating between 
New York and Boston; the Maine Steam- 
ship company, operating between New 
York and Portland, Me., and the Hastern 
Steamship company, another Morse line, 
Which controlied four lines running be- 
tween Boston and various points on the 
Maine coast. 


Note Mystery Clears. 

It is practically an established fact 
that the New England Securities com- 
pany note, payable to the Billard com- 
| pany, which was found among the effects 
lot. the late Gov. John F. Hill of Maine, 
was used in the purchase of the majority 
bonds of the Eastern Steamship corpora- 
tion. 

The assumption is that the eastern 
steamship corporation has been bought 
back by its original owners. Under the 
old administration Calvin Austin was 
president of the line. 

The decree of dissolution consequent 
upon the New Haven agreement to dis- 
solve voluntarily will be filed with the 
clerk of the United States District court 
at 10:30 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

With a few minor changes the decree 
will leave the railroad system of the New 
Haven practically intact. 


Features of the Decree, 

One of the attorneys in the case said 
tonight that the salient features of the 
decree would be as follows: 
1. The Stock of the Boston Railroad 
Holding company, which holds the New 
Haven's stock in the Boston and Maine, 
la to be put into the hands of five trustees. 
2. The same thing is to be done with 
the stock of the Rhode Island company. 

. The Berkshire Trolleys, now held by 
the New England Investment Security 
company, are to be released from the 
control of the New Haven. 
4. The imterstate commerce commission 
is to determine whether under the Pan- 
ama canal act the New Haven may keep 
ite sound steamship lines. 
. The New York and New England 
roed is to be reconstituted as an inde- 
pendent system. 
6. The New Haven is allowed to keep 
the Westchester, the Old Colony lines, its 
one-half ownership of the Rutland rall- 
road in Vermont, the Central New Eng- 
land and the Ontario and Western. 
In Compliance with the demands of the 
government, the New Haven has already 
abrogated its contracts for the joint op- 
eration with the New York Central of 
the Boston and Albany, and has sold the 
Merchants and Miners’ Transportation 
company.

HE curee of Cowdray has for some 
three hundred years been ao wide- 
ly known throughout the south of 
England that when Sir Weetman 
Pearson, the multi-millionaire Bug- 
Ush contractor and Mexican oil king, 
some yeare ago purchased for the sum 
of $1,250,000 the estate and rujned castle 
of Cowdray in Sussex and subsequently 
on his elevation to the peerage selected 
as his title that of Lord Cowdray, it was 
felt that he wag not only braving super- 
stition, but also tempting fate. 

The latter seems at length to have over- 
taken him. For, according to cable dis- 
patches from Europe, both his eldest son, 
Harold, and his youngest son, Geoffrey, 
each of them married, and frequent visi- 
tors to America, have been killed in the 
war, Harold while éndeavoring to es- 
cape from some German uhlans, and 
Geoffrey while acting as a motorcycle 
bearer of dispatches at the front in 
France. 

Harold leaves a little boy of 4, and fan- 
ing him, the peerage and the estates will 
go on Lord Cowdray’s death to his only 
remaining son, the Hon, Bernard Pear- 
son, who is likewies with the British 
army, now operating against the Ger- 
mans in France, as an officer of cavalry.

With regard to the curse of Cordray, it 
is said te originate in the expulsion of the 
nuns of Easebourne, under circumstances 
of particular cruelty, by Sir Anthony 
Browne of Cowdray castle in the reign 
of Henry VIII. The curse placed upon 
the owners of Cowdray was a particularly 
severe one, having been Intensified by the 
regentment excited among the religious 
orders by tha manner in which Sir An- 
thony drove out the monks from Battle 
abbey, which was presented to him by 
the Bluebeard monarch as part and par- 
cel of the eonfiecated property of the 
church. 

The curse was to the effect that the 
lords of Cowdray should never pass their 
ill-gotten property from ‘father to son, 
and that they should be blighted through- 
out their days, and for all time, by fre 
and water. 

Sir Anthony Browne was raised to the 
peerage as Viscount Montague, and al- 
though Cowdray was visited in turn by 
Edward VI. and Queen Elizabeth, who is 
on record as having shot four deer in the 
park with a crossbow, yet the history of 
the Lords Montague was one —_ suc- 
ceasion of tragedies. 

~ 

One of the most terrible ones was the 
murder by the fifth Lord Montague of 
his chaplain, whom he shot in a fit of 
rags, while the chaplain was in the act of 
celebrating the communion service at the 
altar in the private chapel. He was a 
very hot tempered peer, and had become 
beside himself with rage when on enter- 
ing the chapel he found that the chaplain 
had commenced the service without wait- 
ing for him. 

As the result of this deed Lord Montague 
‘had to go into hiding, it being gtven out 
that he had fied to the continent; In 
reality, however, he remained concealed 
in Cowdray castle, only emerging from 
his hiding place at night. His devoted 
wife, Lady Montague, joined him at such 
times, clad in flowing white robes, with 
the intention of making all belleve that 
the castle and grounds were haunted by a 
ghost, and so keeping prying eyes away 

from her husband.

UMPKIN PIE is very good ff it is 
well made, but Hubbard squash pie 
is a good deal better and it is not 

| so difficult either to cook the squash 

or to flavor it so that it will be ex- 
quisite, as to do these things with pump- 
kin. Steam the squash just as when pre- 
paring it for use as a vegetable, then put 
through a fine colander or sievé when it 
is ready for seasoning. 

One Large Squash Pie.—Put two cups 
of squash through a strainer, adda pinch 
of cinnamon, ginger. salt and a grating 
or two of nutmeg and from half a cup to 
a cup of sugar, according to taste, and 
mix all together. Scaid a pint of milk, 
adding while it is hot a tablespoon or 
ven two of butter. This latter is not 
commonly added to squash and pumpkin 
pies, but it improves them. Add the milk 
to the seasoned squash, and when the 
whole is cool add two beaten eggs. Pour 
this filling into deep pie tin lined with 
crust. Do not try to fill the crust full be- 
fore lifting it into the oven, but add the 
last from a large spoon or cup after it is | 
in the oven. Bake at least forty-five min- 
utes in a rather hot oven, but not hot 
enough to allow the filling to boil after it 
gets hot enough to do so.

On the Lake street side of Butler Broth- 
er new Ofteen story building, which ex- 
tends along North Canal street from West 
Randolph to West Lake streets, is an old 
rampsheckle store building, twenty feet .

Walsh held 
u lease on the store which had two years 
te run and for which he paid $60 a month. 
The lease approximately was worth 
$1,500. 


Holds Out for Big Price. 

Tenants of the other two, three, and 
four-story structures on the site readily 
agreed to cancel their leases at fair fig- 
ures. Walsh was offered $12,000 for his 
$1,500 lease, but refused to acceptit. He 
demanded $50,000. The corporation re- 
| fused to pay it. 

They couldn't biuff him, Walsh said. 
He knew his rights. They would have to 
pay him his figure or they couldn't put up 
their bullding. 

But the engineers found a way to put 
up the building. They discovered that the 
ceiling of Walsh's store cattie well under 


butiding. 


Second Story Sliced Off. 

The second story of the store was neat- 
ly sliced off and the engineers proceeded 
te build around and over it. Steel piling 
was placed beneath tt and the walls were 
bolstered up with heavy timbers. The 
expense which this work enta.led was 
greater than the price offered Walsh by 
the corporation, but Butler Brothers de- 
cided to establah @ precedent for the 
protection of future builders. 

When he saw that his efforts to block 
building operations were futile, Waleh 
offered to compromise, but the corpora- 
tion refused to change its plans. At one 
time, it is said, the steamfitter became so 
enraged he threatened the building em- 
ployés with a revolver. 


Business Ruined, He Moves. 

Walsh Butler Brothers, his 
new lan repainted his store inside 
and out and repapered it. But Waleh’s 
business was ruined. The location wus 
dead. There were no other business ct. v- 
ities mearer than a block away. Less 
than 300 feet away was the Lake street 
bridge, closed to traffic. The Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad termmal oc- 
cupled the block to the west. Across the 
street was a large warehouse, and the 
Store itself was imbedded in the wall of a 
great bu.lding, almost unnoticed. 

Accordingly, Walsh fell behind in his 
rent. The corporation permitted him to 
remain until his rent had elapsed several 
months, and then ordered him to move.
